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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not convincing. 
Applicant argues that the modification of Preston to add the spacers of Breivogel would change the principle of peration of Preston, and 
that such teachings are not sufficient to render the claims prima facie obvious, in accordance with MPEP 2143.01 . Applicant argues that 
the filler material 16 prevents any movement of the segments. Applicant's attention is directed to Preston, column 13, lines 65 through 
column 14, line 7, and figure 15. The tool taught by Preston can be made without the filler 16. It is the examiner's position that the 
teachings of the prior art, to Preston and Breivogel, would motivate one of ordinary skill to consider obvious applicant's claimed invention. 
Further, applicant argues that Preston does not disclose an abrasive cloth dresser. A recitation of the intended use of the claimed 
invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. There is 
no disclosure in Preston that would prevent the tool from being used as an abrasive cloth dresser. Applicant further argues that the 
examiner did not provide the required teaching, suggestion or motivation to combine Preston and Breivogel as proposed in the Office 
action. In fact Breivogel provides the motivation, column 5, lines 35- 60, as to the use of the threaded shanks, and column 6, lines 6-9 
"Hex driver sockets 238 of threaded shanks 236 are readily accessible to allow for easy length adjustment and replacement of diamond 
tipped threaded shanks 236". It is the examiner's position that applicant's claimed invention is obvious over Preston as modified by 
Breivogel. 
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
